Prior to Summer 1821, there were no grants for police constables. 

The annual expenses of the common constables (which were the only description of pol ice we had 
previous to that) were, on an average, from £.950 to £.2,000. 

Of the Grant of Summer 1823, asum °f £• 750 remained unexpended ; which sum was re-pre- 
sented by order of the Grand Jury, in aid of the last levy. 

No sums were levied under Peace Preservation or Insurrection Acts for the last seven years in 
this county.
